G.S.R. 1102.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to the post of Deputy Director (Medical), National Civil 
Defence College, namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Deputy Director (Medical), National Civil Defence 
College, Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of Pay. — The number of 
posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Scheduled heieto 
annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions,— The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit- 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be 
as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said schedule. 


4. Disqualification,— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or conti acted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissble under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where ihc Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded In writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax anf 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.- — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard,

G.S.R 1111.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of District Inspector of Weight s and Measures in the Union Territory 
of Lahskadweep, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement (t) These rules may be called the District Inspector of Weights and Measures (Lakshadweep) 
Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay : — The number of the said post, classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc : — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified in column 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax*;:— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient may, by order, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 1118. — Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Aircraft Rides, 1937, which the Central Government pro- 
posed to make under section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 
(22 of 1934), were published at pages 2771-2775 of the 
Gazette of India, Parat II, section 3, sub-section (i), dated 
the 6th November, 1976 with (he notification of the Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Tourism and Civil Avialion, No. 
GSR 1571, dated the 20th October, 1976, inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be e/Fected thereby 
before the expiry of a period of three months from the 
date on which the copies of the official Gazette in which 
the said notification was published were made available to 
the public ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to 
the public on the 6th November, 1976 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been re- 
ceived from the public ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 5 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Aircraft 
Rules, 1937, namely : — 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Aaircraft 
Amendment) Rules, 1977. 


(Third 


(Z) iney shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Aircraft Rules, 1937, — 


(1) in rule 38. for clauses (a) and (b), the following 
clauses shall respectively be substituted, namely : 

"(a) Student Pilot’s Licence (for aeroplanes, helicop- 
ters, gliders and balloons), 

(b) Private Pilot’s Licence (for aeroplanes, helicopters 
and balloons),”; 
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(2) in rule 38A : — 

(a) in sub-rule (1), in clause (b), — - 

(i) for the words and brackets “(other than glider)”, 
the words and brackets “(other than a glider of 
a balloon)” shall be substituted; 

(li) for the provisos, the Lollowing provisos shall be 
substituted, namely 

“Provided that an aircraft other than a glider or 
a balloon which is the property of, or is being 
used by, a duly constituted flying club or 
ballooning club may be flown by a person 
holding a Student Pilot’s or a Private Pilot's 
Licence for the purpose of receiving instruc- 
tions or of qualifying lor renewal of a licence 
or for issue of a higher category of licence ; 

Provided further than an aircraft other than a 
glider or a bHiloon which is the property of, or 
being used by, a duly constituted flying club 
or a ballooning club flown by a member and 
carrying a person otherwise than for the pur- 
pose of instructing such person in flying, shall 
not, for purpose of this rale, be deemed to be 
flown for public transport ; if however, in res- 
pect of such carriage, payment is made, either 
directly or indirectly, to the pilot of the air- 
craft or the pilot of the aircraft is paid emp- 
loyee of the flying club or balloning club, the 
aircraft shall be deemed to be flown for public 
transport." ; 

(b) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely ; — 

“(2)(a) Every aircraft which is being used for the 
purpose of giving dual instruction in piloting 
shall carry a person holding an appropriate 
professional pilot’s licence, that is, a Commer- 
cial, Senior Commercial or Airline Transport 
Pilot’s Licence or a Glider Pilot's Licence or a 
Private Pilot’s Licence for balloons as the case 
may be, which has an appropriate Flight Instruc- 
tor’s or Assistant Flight Instructor’s rating issued 
in accordance with Schedule II, or a permit 
issued in writing by the Director General. 

(b) No person other than a person having a Flight 
Instructor’s rating shall impart instructions in pilot- 
ing an aircraft, unless he has been specifically autho- 
rised in writing by the Director General to impart 
such instructions.” ; 

3, in Schedule TT. after Section ‘S’ the following Section 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

"SECTION T 

STUDENT PH OT’S LICENCE (BALLOONS) 

1. Recruitments for issues of licences : — An applicant for 
a Student Pilot’s licence shall satisfy the following require- 
ments, namely : — 

(a) Age : — He shall be not less than 17 years of age on 

the date of application ; 

(b) Medical Fitness : — He shall produce on a prescribed 

proforma a certificate of physical fitness from an 
approved medical practitioner after undergoing a 
medical examination during which he shall have 
established his medical fitness on the basis of com- 

E fiance with the requirements as notified by the 
•irector General under rule 39-B ; 

(c) Knowledge : — He shall pass an oral examination in 
the following subjects, namely 

(i) Air Regulations — including flight rules and air 
traffic control practices and procedures and regu- 
lations concerning operation of balloon ; 

fii 1 Air Navigation— elementary principles of air navi- 
gation including elementary knowledge of aero- 
nautical maps, magnetism, magnetic compasses, 


simple navigational instruments and simple flight 
planning ; 

(iii) Aviation Meteorology— elementary knowledge of 
meteorology ; 

(iv) Aircraft and instruments — basic theory of flights 
and aerostatics and operating limitations of 
balloons. 

2. Validity ' The licence shall be valid for a period not 
exceeding 12 months from the date on which he is declared 
fit in the medical examination. 

3. Renewal : — The licence may be renewed for a period 
not exceeding 12 months from the dale on which he is 
declared fit in a fresh medical examination subject to the 
condition that the total validity of the licence shall not exceed 
24 months from tile date of issue, 

4. Privileges ; — A holder of a Student Pilot’s Licence shall 
be entitled to ily within the Indian territory only as Pilot- 
in-Command of a balloon, provided that (a) he shall fly 
at all times under the authority and supervision of a licen- 
sed holder of a Balloon Pilot’s licence ; (b) he shall fly 
under Visual Flight Rules only ; (c) he shall no! carry 
passengers, animals or goods or fly for hire and reward or 
remuneration of any kind. 

SECTION U 

PRIVATE PILOT’S LICENCE (BALT OONS ) 

1. Requirements for issue of licence An applicant foi 
Private Pilot’s Licence shall satisfy the following require- 
ments : — • 

(a) Age ; — He shall be not less than 17 years of age 
on the date of application ; 

(b) Medical Fitness; — He shall produce on a prescri- 
bed proforma a certificate of physical fitness from 
an approved medical practioner after undergoing 
a medical examination during which he shall have 
established his medical fitness on the basis of com- 
plience with the requirements as notified by the 
Director General under rule 39-B ; 

(c) Knowledge He shall pass a written examination 
in the following subjects, namely ; — 

(i) Air Regulations — includings flight rules and air 
traffic control practices and procedures and regu 
lations concerning operation of balloons ; 

(ii) Air Navigation — elementary principles of air navi- 
gation including elementary knowledge and use of 
aeronautical maps and charts, time, magnetism 
magnetic compasses, navigational instruments fitted 
in balloons and visual navigation ; 

(iii) Aviation Meteorology — elementary aviation mete- 
orology including significance of aerodrome 
meteorological observations and warnings ; ele- 
mentary knowledge in reading meteorological 
charts and meteorological procedures relating to 
cross country flights ; salient features of Indian 
climatology ; 

(Iv) Aircraft instruments— basic theory of flight and 
aerostatics ; a balloon and its accessories, infla- 
tion, rigging, management of an ascent, precau- 
tions _ against low and high altitudes, as well os 
patching a ripping seam — Instruments used in Bal- 
loon flights. 

(d) Experience : — He shall produce evidence of having 
satisfactorily completed as pilot of a balloon not 
less than 8 ascents of an average duration of one 
hour including (i) fi ascents under instruction (li) 
one ascent in control under supervisions of a pro- 
perty rated balloon pilot, to an nltitude of not less 
than 1300 meters above sea level, and (iii) one 
ascent under supervision as the sole occupant of 
the balloon. 
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(c) Skill : — He shall havo demonstrated his competency 
to tile satisfaction of the examiner by undergoing 
a flying test to demonstrate his ability to perform 
both normal ascents and manoeuvres under different 
circumstances appropriate to the btdloon used in the 
test within a period of six months immediately pre- 
ceding the dale of application. 

2. Validity : — ' The period of validity shall commence from 
the date of issue or renewal of the licence. The licence shall 
be valid for a period not exceeding 24 months from the 
date on which the applicant is declared fit in the medical 
examination, if the applicant is below 38 years of age, and 
not exceeding 12 months from the date of such medical 
examination, if the applicant is 38 years of age or above, 
except when an applicant is medically examined for the rene- 
wal of his licence during 30 days immediately preceding the 
date of the expiry of licence, in which case full period of 
validity its applicable may he allowed from the elate of expiry. 

3. Renewal : — The licence may he renewed on receipt of 
satisfactory evidence of the applicant — - 

(a) having undergone u medical examination in accor- 
dance with clause (h) of paragraph 1 ; 

(b) having satisfactorily completed at least 5 ascents 
as Pilot-in-command of which at least one ascent 
should be to an altitude of 1500 meters or above 
within a period of 6 months immediately preceding 
the date of the application or in lieu thereof having 
satisfactorily completed the flying test as laid down 
in clause (e) of paragraph 1 within the same period. 

4. Privileges : — The privileges of the holder of a Private 
Pilot’s Licence (Balloons) shall he to act as P/lot-in- 
command of anv balloon and lo carry passengers without 
remuneration under visual flight rules, provided that before 
exercising the privileges by night. He shall have completed 
at least 2 ascents by night of an average duration of one 
hour each under Ihc supervision of a licensed balloon's pilot”.

8. Every dispensary provided with a cook should have 
kitchen vvilh stores and ancillary facilities, like space for keeping 
fu 'I etc. depending on Ihe number of patients in the dispensary. 

9. Laboratory facilities should include routine blood, win. 
and stool examination,
